Dear Mrs. Stefanson:

One Jets game with a ticket from a personal acquaintance. 

The information that I put on the record was incorrect. For this I offer my 
sincere apologies. 
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I have since declared with the Conflict of Interest Commissioner the 
games that I attended with the Manitoba Home Builders Association and the Red River 
College. Further, I have made arrangements to make a charitable donation to the 
Canadian Diabetes Association in the value of these tickets. 

The Premier has made it clear that the old way of distributing tickets is not 
acceptable. That is why this week we introduced new guidelines to ensure that MLAs 
and Ministers are treated like everyone else when it comes to professional sporting 
events. 

I have apologized to the Premier for the misunderstanding and I will 
further correct the record officially in the House.
